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Prefatory Note 


In January 1928 the Government of Germany began 
a monthly catalog of official publications, the first of 
its kind in continental Europe. Until August 1934, 
each number of this monthly catalog carried the an- 
nouncement that a special bibliography of all official 
and semi-official periodical publications was in prepara- 


. tion. So far as can be ascertained, this special bibli- 
- ography was never published. With the changes that 


have taken place in Germany since 1933, the need for 
such a publication has become more and more pressing. 
.The present work, which attempts to meet this need, 
was originally prepared by Dr. Otto Neuburger in the 
Division of Documents for the Public Documents Com- 
'\ -mittée meeting at the conference of the American Li- 
brary Association, San Francisco, June 1939. It was 
completed while Dr. Neuburger was serving also as an 
associate fellow of the Library of Congress. Prepara- 
tion of the final draft has been greatly delayed owing to 
increasing difficulty in obtaining information, as well 
as the publications themselves. A few corrections have 
been made in the second printing.

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The Structure of the 


(german Government Today 





N ORDER to appreciate the significance of the various official 
publications of any government, it is necessary to have some 
understanding of the way in which that government is organized. 

This is particularly true when the organization is exceptionally com- 
plex, or when it displays many unfamiliar features. The present 
Government of Germany is both complex and unusual. 

In the short period of fifteen years (1918-1933), Germany has had 
three different forms of government. At the close of the first World 
War, there was a change from an imperial form of government, dating 
back more than eleven centuries, to a democratic federal republic. 
This republic, based on the so-called Weimar Constitution of August 
11, 1919, lasted de facto only until January 30, 1933. On that date 
a unified, authoritarian state (Vélkischer Fiihrerstaat) was launched 
with the appointment of Adolf Hitler as chancellor of the Reich. 

The legal transformation of the republic.into a totalitarian state 
was effected through a series of laws, orders, and decrees, the most 
important of which are the following: | 

(a) The enabling act (Ermiachtigungsgesetz) of March 24, 1933 
(RGBI. I, p. 141), styled an “‘act for relieving the distress of nation 
and Reich.”’ This first organic statute of the Third Reich ! is the 
pivotal constitutional document which virtually, though not de jure, 


1 **Das Dritte Reich’’ was coined as a catchword by Moeller van den Bruck in his book of the same title, 
published in 1922.

set aside the Weimar Constitution by giving absolute power to the 
chancellor and his cabinet. By means of this act, power was trans- 
ferred from the Reichstag to the cabinet, and in practice, in accord- 
ance with the leadership principle (Fiihrerprinzip), to the ‘‘Fiihrer.’’ 
The enabling act, at first declared to be in force until April 1, 1937, was 
renewed by acts of the Reichstag passed respectively on January 30, 
1937 (RGBI. I, p. 105) and on January 30, 1939 (RGBI. I, p. 95). 
The grant of power given by the last-named act is to terminate on 
May 10, 1943. 

(b) The law concerning the formation of political parties (Gesetz 
uber die Neubildung politischer Parteien) of July 14, 1933 (RGBI. I, 
p. 479). This act prohibits all political parties except the Nationalso- 
zialistische deutsche Arbeiterpartei (NSDAP). Together with the 
law for safeguarding the unity of party and state (Einheitsgesetz von 
Partei und Staat) of December 1, 1933 (RGBI. I, p. 1016), it forms 
the legal basis of the one-party state. 

(c) The two laws of March 31, 1933 (RGBI. I, p. 153) and April 7, 
1933 (RGBI. I, p. 173) for the coordination (Gleichschaltung) of the 
Lander and the Reich, laid the groundwork for the transformation of 
the federated states (Linder) into the unitary and centralized Reich. 
By the former the political structure of the Lander was assimilated to 
that of the Reich; the second instituted the office of Reichsstatthalter 
(national governor or regent) as a substitute for the previous chief 
executive of a state. By the law on the reorganization of the Reich 
(Neuaufbaugesetz) of January 30, 1934 (RGBI. I, p. 75), which is 
called the second organic act of the Third Reich, the sovereign powers 
of the states were transferred to the Reich, the Reichsstatthalter were 
brought under the jurisdiction of the Minister of the interior, and the 
state governments were converted into agencies of the Reich. The 
previous federal institution, the Reichsrat (Federal council), existent 
since 1919, was eae ere sae by a law of February 14, 1934 
(RGBI. I, p. 89). 

(d) By the law concerning the head of the Reich (Gesetz tiber das 
Staatsoberhaupt) of August 2, 1934—the day of the death of Reich 
President von Hindenburg—(RGBI. I, p. 747), the offices of Reich 
President and Reich Chancellor were united in the person of Adolf 
Hitler, head of the NSDAP, who was thenceforth to be addressed as 
“Fuhrer und Reichskanzler.”’ In July 1939 the latter title was 
dropped. | 

(e) The law relating to national governors (Reichsstatthalterge- 
setz) of January 30, 1935 (RGBI. I, p. 65), the third organic statute of 
the Third Reich, eliminated the last remnants of the sovereignty of 





the federated states, and imposed on the “‘ Reichsgaue’” (regencies or 
national provinces) into which the Reich was subdivided a complete 
adjustment of their political and administrative life to the general 
policies of the Reich. 

(f) The municipal code (Gemeindeordnung) of January 30, 1935 
(RGBI. I, p. 49), another organic statute, provided that aamnicipel 
administration and policy should be in conformity with the political 
aims of the government. 

(¢) The law for the reestablishment of the defense force (Gesetz 
zur Wiedereinfiihrung der allgemeinen Webhrpflicht) of March 16, 
1935 (RGBI. I, p. 375) and the defense act (Reichswehrgesetz) of 
May 21, 1935 (RGBL. I, p. 609), reestablished general conscription and 
started for Germany a broad plan of military expansion. 

(h) The Nirnberg Acts—the law for the protection of German 
blood and German honor (Gesetz zum Schutze des deutschen Blutes 
und der deutschen Ehre) and the Reich citizenship act (Reichsbiir- 
gergesetz), both of September 15, 1935 (RGBI. I, p. 1146 and 1147)— 
proclaimed the concept of racial purity as the foundation of citizenship 
and political rights. By these laws Jews and “‘non-Aryans”’ were de- 
prived of many rights, including basic rights of citizenship. 

(i) The civil service law (Beamtengesetz) of January 26, 1937 
(RGBI. I, p. 39) obliged the entire civil service to adhere in strong 
loyalty to the totalitarian state and its leader. It stated that only 
citizens were qualified for public office, thus permanently excluding 
persons not of ‘‘pure Aryan’’ descent. 

By the foregoing laws Germany became a unitary, centralized, 
monocratic, totalitarian, one-party state. 


THE FUHRER, REICHSTAG, AND REICHSKABINETT 


The Third Reich in its governmental structure resembles a pyramid. 
At its apex stands the ‘‘Fihrer,’”’ who is endowed with supreme and 
absolute powers unrestrained by constitutional or other limitations. 
His primary functions are those of national president, national chan- 
cellor, and leader of party and people. 

The Reichstag (1)° as the legislative body still has nominal powers, 
but the dictatorial position of the Leader as supreme lawgiver has 
necessarily relegated the Reichstag to an inferior position. It may 
now enact laws when the Fiihrer so decides, but its rare sessions are 
held mainly for confirmatory purposes.

The Reichskabinett consists of the Fihrer, thirteen ministers who 
are heads of departments, the high command of the armed forces, the 
high command of the army and of the navy, and some ministers 
without portfolio, the number of which was five at the beginning of 
1940. It has developed gradually into a mere consultative body. 
At the outbreak of the war, by edict of the Fiihrer of August 30, 1939, 
(RGBI. I, p. 1539) a council of ministers for the defense of the state 
(Ministerrat fiir Landesverteidigung) was established. It is composed 
of the commissioner for the four-year plan as chairman, the deputy 
party leader, the ministers of the interior and of economics, the admin- 
istrative head of the Reich chancellery, and the chief of the supreme 
command of the armed forces. 


THE MINISTRIES 


Operating under the leadership principle, the German administra- 
tive machine in this unitary state is a highly integrated apparatus. 
Therefore all functions of importance to the totalitarian régime had 
to be brought uader centralized leadership. This action was followed 
by certain changes in the functions of the ministries then existing 
and the setting up of new ministries. Four old ministries were 
retained without modification: Auswirtiges Amt (3), Reichsfinanoz- 
ministerium (34), Reichsjustizministerium (69), Reichspostministe- 
rium (77). 

During the reorganization of the Reich, from November 1934 until 
the annexation of Austria, the following five ministries were referred 
to as Reich and Prussian ministries, to indicate an administrative 
unification of the corresponding Reich and Prussian ministries, 
namely: 

Reichsministerium des Innern (5), Reichswirtschaftministerium 
(37), Reichsarbeitsministerium (49), Reichsverkehrsministerium (80), 
Reichsministerium fiir Ernahrung and Landwirtschaft (87). These 
designations have been in effect since the annexation law of April 23, 
1938 (RGBI. I, p. 407). 

A complete administrative change resulted from dissolving the 
Kriegsministerium (Ministry of war) by decree of February 4, 1938 
(RGBI. I, p. 111), previously designated as Reichswehrministerium. 
Its functions were taken over by the Oberkommando der Wehrmacht 
(29), which was subdivided into Oberkommando des Heeres (80) and 
Oberkommando der Kriegsmarine (33). 

Since 1933 five new national ministries have been established, as 
follows: Reichsministerium fiir Volksaufklarung und Propaganda (96), 
created by order of March 13, 1933 (RGBI. I, p. 104), Reichsluft- 
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fahrtministerium (115), created by order of May 5, 1933 (RGBI. I, 
p. 241), Reichsministerium fiir Wissenschaft, Erziehung und Volks- 
bildung (122), established by order of May 1, 1934 (RGBI. I, p. 365), 
Reichsministerium fiir die kirchlichen Angelegenheiten (137), estab- 
lished by order of July 16, 1935 (RGBI. I, p. 1029), Reichsriistungs- 
ministerium,* created by order of March 17, 1940 (RGBI. I, p. 513). 

Immediately below these ministries in the administrative structure 
come the highest administrative authorities (Oberste Reichsbehérden), 
which are not under the jurisdiction of any particular department 
but come under the supervision of the Reich chancellery. They are: 
Beauftragter des Fiihrers fiir den Vierjahresplan (138), General- 
inspektor fiir das deutsche Strassenwesen (140), Jugendfiihrer des 
deutschen Reichs (142), Rechnungshof des deutschen Reichs (143), 
Reichsbank (144), Reichsforstamt (145), Reichsstelle fiir Raumord- 
nung (148). 

The office of the Chef der deutschen Polizei im Reichsministerium 
des Innern (6) enjoys a special status. As the police organization 
in a totalitarian state is the most important instrument for main- 
taining political power, all police forces of the Reich were, in April 
1934, centralized under the Chief of the Police Department within 
the Prussian Government. In the course of the reorganization of 
the political police, now established as Geheime Staatspolizei (Secret 
state police), commonly known as the Gestapo, the office of chief of 
the entire German police was created by executive order of June 17, 
1936 (RGBI. I, p. 487), formally under the Ministry of the interior 
but actually as an independent and supreme Reich authority. 

With a few exceptions, the normal scheme of the German adminis- 
trative structure provides within a ministry a number of subordinate 
offices (Nachgeordnete Dienststellen) which differ in their degree of 
authority and’ responsibility. At the top are the Héheren Reichs- 
behérden (Higher national authorities) which, although they have 
jurisdiction over the whole of the Reich in their respective fields, are 
severally responsible to a national ministry. 

A second group of subordinates is represented by advisory councils, 
research institutes and similar agencies which are also under the 
supervision of a ministry. 

A third group comprises the public corporations > (Kérperschaften 
6ffentlichen Rechts) and professional representative or corporate 
organizations (Berufsstandische Organisationen).

- LANDER AND REICHSGAUE 


Following the reconstruction of the German Lander (states) under 
the laws of January 30, 1934 (RGBI. I, p. 75), of January 30, 1935 
(RGBI. I, p. 65) and of July 5, 1939 (RGBI. I, p. 1197) the offices of 
the national governors (Reichsstatthalter), heads of the Reichsgaue. 
(national provinces or regencies) have to be regarded as intermediate. 
Reich authorities. Therefore the gazettes of the national governors. 
(Reichsstatthalter) should be considered as Reich gazettes for the. 
respective Reichsgaue. <As_long as the regional regrouping has not 
been fully carried out, the previous states remain the basic areas of 
intermediate administration. Previously single states had been. 
combined and other territorial changes had. been made. 

Prussia (164) is in a class by itself; although it has lost its identity 
as an individual state, it possesses a number of peculiarities, such ‘as. 
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being governed by the minister president, having a council of state 
(Staatsrat) and provincial governors (Oberprasidenten). In place 
of the states the following Reichsgaue have been established (their

THE ESTATES 


Governed by the leadership principle, the totalitarian regime has 
extended its control into every phase of the economic and cultural life 
by means of the establishment of professional representative organ- 
izations (Staénde,* Staéndische Organisationen). These are for the

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most part under the supervision of a ministry, and as groups they are 
completely under party control. They form the corporative struc- 
ture (Staéndischer Aufbau) of the National socialist state, and have 
to be understood as a connecting link between seeemmnentl and 
party structure.

As the ideologists of national socialism emphasize that their state 
is a state of flux (Bewegungsstaat), the frequent shifting of the 
governmental and party set-up has marked effects upon the subject 
of this study: 

1. The arrangement and rearrangement of certain offices under 
one or the other ministry makes it difficult to state what the: exact 
order is. 

2. In many cases the official character of various semi-govern- 
mental agencies is intentionally hidden. Therefore it is not always 
possible to ascertain whether this or that office does or does not 
possess official or semi-official status. 

3. During the early years of the national socialist regime, certain 
party offices were incorporated into the government machinery. 
Later, almost every agency of the party has its counterpart within 
the governmental structure, often headed by the same person.. & 

As a whole, the character of a state in flux prevents the stabilization 
of the government machinery. 

The coordination (Gleichschaltung) of pre-Hitler scientific and 
other associations with the authoritarian order after 1933 cannot be 
fully ascertained. Therefore such associations have been shown here 
as included in the party structure, only where there was definite 
evidence of their coordination. 


METHOD OF PUBLICATION 


This brief glimpse of the governmental, corporate and party 
structure of the present Germany has a direct bearing upon the 
publications issued by the different offices. A short statement about 
the characteristic features of the. official German publications as 
compared with the American official documents may be helpful in 
using the main part of this study.

First, the method of publishing is not so clearly unified as in the 
United States. Only a small number of the official government 
publications are published and handled by the two offices which are 
in charge of the printing and distribution of public documents: the 
Reichsdruckerei (National printing office) and the Reichsverlagsamt 
(National publishing office). Most of the official publications are 
published and sold by private publishing concerns, which sometimes 
specialize in issuing the publications of certain public authorities. 
For example, almost all publications of the previous war ministry 
(Kriegsministerium) were issued by E. 8. Mittler und Sohn, Berlin; 
likewise Carl Heymann, Berlin, is the publishing house for the Reich 
patent office and for official juridical literature; while Otto Stoll- 
berg, Berlin, specializes in official literature of the Ministry of labor 
(Arbeitsministerium). Some of the recently created corporate 
agencies, such as the German labor front (Deutsche Arbeitsfront) 


‘and the National agricultural estate (Reichsnaéhrstand) have estab- 


lished their own private publishing houses which issue all their . 
publications. 
A second interesting point is that in Germany public agencies 


generally prefer to issue serial publications rather than monographs. 


Even if the series is not continued at regular intervals, most of the 
public authorities characterize the first issue of a publication as No. 1 
of a certain series. : 

The issuance of annual reports by governmental agencies has not 
been the regular practice. Scientific organizations and libraries may 
still issue annual reports regularly, but, for reasons of economy, govern- 
ment and other public offices have issued, especially since 1933, cumu- 
lative reports covering the period after Hitler’s rise to power. Govern- 
ment, state, and municipal agencies in particular instances may !ssue 
occasional reports covering special subjects for stated periods. 

- Regarding the authorship of official publications in Germany, we 
may also find a change of mode. While heretofore reports of the 
various governmental agencies have been issued under the name of 
the agency itself, today we occasionally find such reports signed by 
the head of the agency as if they were personally published books. 
For example, “Sozialpolitik im Dritten Reich, 1933-38” by Franz 
Seldte (Mitinchen, Beck, 1939) is nothing other than the cumulative 
administrative report of the Ministry of labor, which is headed by 
Seldte. More often the user of the following list will discover that, 
instead of a governmental agency, its special advisory council or assist- 
ing committee was the author of the publication. Thus the For- 
schungsgesellschaft fiir das Strassenwesen (Highways research asso- 
ciation) is named as the author of books on official highway statistics; 
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and the Gesellschaft fiir Vorbereitung des Deutschen Strassenwesens 
(Association for the construction of German highways) is given as the 
author of the first report of the Generalinspektor fiir das Deutsche 
Strassenwesen (Inspector general for the German highway system). 
The Reichsarbeitsgemeinschaft fiir Raumforschung (National com- 
mittee for regional research), as advisory council of the Reichsstelle 
fiir Raumordnung (National office for regional planning), is itself 
responsible for the issuance of the official periodical of that office. In 
many cases, therefore, special sources of information are required in 
order to determine whether or not a publication can be considered 
official. 

For official periodicals the issuance of two editions is the customary 
practice in Germany, namely, a standard edition, generally called 
edition A, printed in the usual manner on both sides of the paper, and 
a second one, called edition B, printed on only one side of the sheet, 
so that it may be used conveniently for clipping and filing. 

A few hints to facilitate the search for official publications on a 
specific subject may conclude this chapter. 

It could not be clearly shown, in the brief description of the govern- 
ment and of the party, how far the functions of the different ministries 
have now been organized into functional units. In a few cases it is 
evident that the ministries and the highest independent authorities 
are the centralized offices for the respective fields. For instance, the 
Ministry of the interior deals exclusively with general administrative 
matters (therefore it is called also the Ministry of administration), 
the chief of the German police with all police matters, and the Ministry 
of labor with all labor matters. Not all ministries and highest adminis- 
trative offices, however, can be considered as centralized agencies for 
their respective subjects. It is often hard to be sure that the Govern- 
ment office and the Party office, which are established for the same 
field and which issue publications, are the only sources for adequate 
information. We may be sure that within the labor front, the highly 
complicated giant organization of the entire working population of 
Germany, publications are issued upon almost any subject. 

The unification of the Lander with the Reich has led to a unification 
of some of the respective official publications and serials. As this 
bibliography could not include the current state publications, with 
the single exception of the law gazettes, it may be useful to know 
that in some cases, especially in Prussia, a previous state serial is 
now issued as a Reich publication. 

The index at the end of this publication refers to the most important 
subjects under their German terms; thus it may help to find the 
respective items. | | 
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Bibliographical Aids 
WORKS ON THE GERMAN GOVERNMENTAL STRUCTURE 


German Government is contained in the appended bibliography in the 

book Government and Administration of Germany by Frederick F. Blachly 
and Miriam E. Oatman (Baltimore, The Johns Hopkins Press, 1928). This is 
the standard work on the administrative structure of the German Government 
during that period. There is no work which gives an equally complete description 
of the Hitler government of the present date (1941). Valuable surveys of the 
present government are given in the following: Government in the Third Reich, 
by Fritz Morstein Marx (Rev. ed. New York, McGraw-Hill, 1937); The Govern- 
ment of Greater Germany, by James K. Pollock (New York, D. Van Nostrand 
Co., 1938); Hitler’s Germany, by Karl Loewenstein (New edition, completely 
revised, New York, Macmillan Co., 1940); The Dual State, by Ernst Fraenkel 
(New York, Oxford University Press, 1941). The last-named is a guide to the 
basic principles of the legal and constitutional developments of the Third Reich. 
Detailed information about the coordination of the administrative offices prior 
to July 1939 may be obtained from Grundlagen, Aufbau und Wirtschaftsordnung 
des Nationalsozialistischen Staates (Foundations, structure and economic order of 
the National socialist state), edited by H. H. Lammers and Hans Pfundtner 
(Berlin, Spaeth and Linde, 1937-39, 3 vols.); Verfassung und Verwaltung im 
Grossdeutschen Retch (Constitution and administration in Greater Germany), 
prepared by Rudolf Kluge and Heinrich Kriger (Verlag fiir Sozialpolitik, Wirt- 
schaft und Statistik, Paul Schmidt, Berlin, 1939); and Fuhrer durch die Behérden 
und Organisationen (Guide to the public offices and organizations), prepared by 
Ludwig Minz (Berlin, Duncker und Humbolt, 1939). The last-mentioned, 
especially, gives a survey of the corporate and economic organizations up to 
December 1938. However, neither of these two works indicate the publications 
issued by the government, corporate and party bureaus. 


\ OUTSTANDING introduction to the official literature of the pre-Hitler 


GUIDES TO OFFICIAL PUBLICATIONS 


There are two studies which are useful in pursuing the development of this kind 
of literature in Germany. One is the article entitled ‘Uber offizielle Druck- 
sachen”’ by Georg Maas and August Wolfstieg, in Zentralblatt fur Bibliotheks- 
wesen, Jahrgang 1906, p. 304-341. It consists of two addresses given at the 
seventh meeting of the Association of German Librarians. The other is the 
Deutsche Amtsdrucksachenkunde, by Georg Schwidetzky (Berlin, Harrasso- 
witz, 1927). This work is a thorough consideration of the subject and is, as 
indicated in its subtitle, ‘‘a methodological handbook’’, which attempts to give 
the basic principles and terminology to be followed in the publication of official 
German literature. 

In both works American methods and techniques of editing, publishing, dis- 
tributing, and classifying official publications are highly praised. Some of the 
American catalog rules, author and title entries of official publications, and the 
regulations concerning their distribution, are added as an appendix. 

One of the first American works to list the publications of the German Govern- 
ment is the Guide to Law and Legal Literature of Germany by Edwin M. Borchard, 
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former Law Librarian of the Library of Congress and now professor of Yale 
University. This was published in 1912, and, although still a valuable source, it 
has been out of date since the World War. The emphasis of this publication, 
however, lay upon legal sources rather than upon a complete coverage of all official 
literature in every branch of the imperial government during the pre-war period. 

The List of the Serial Publications of Foreign Governments 1815-1931, edited by 
Winifred Gregory (New York, H. W. Wilson Co., 1932), covers only the period of 
its compilation. Although not complete, it is a helpful check list. 

The Handbuch fur das Deutsche Reich has been edited by the Ministry of the 
interior and published since 1874, as circumstances seemed to demand, ordinarily 
once a year. It contains a complete list of the highest authorities in the Reich, 
legislative, judicial, executive, and administrative, with practical references and 
a list of their official publications. This volume is roughly comparable to the 
U. S. Government Manual. 

However, the Handbuch does not furnish a complete list of all official literature, 
as it has not been published since 1936, and its final issue covered only the period 
through the year 1935, before the union with Austria. Furthermore, it does not 
list the official publications of the National Socialist Party and other organizations 

within the complicated structure of the authoritarian state. 

The Monatliches Verzeichnis der Reichsdeutschen Amtlichen Druckschriften has 
been issued by the Deutsche Biicherei in Leipzig since 1928. This is the most 
systematic and complete source of current official and semi-official literature, and 
with the Handbuch provides the chief key to present day German Government 
publications. It lists nearly all of the official publications which appear as a 
single study or as the first number of a new serial. These are classified under 
Reich, Lander and Gemeinden offices (national, district or state, and municipal 


authorities), in alphabetical order within each section (omitting the article ‘‘der,”. 


‘“‘die,”’ or ‘‘das’’). The public corporations (K6érperschaften des 6ffentlichen 
Rechts) and the central institutions and agencies which are supported by public 
money are included. Current official publications and those put out by regional 
offices are included only if the importance of the publication justifies its inclusion. 
The semi-official character of a publication is indicated by an asterisk. 

The current publications of the National Socialist Party and of the various 
organizations of the corporate state are not regularly listed even when they are 
issued by the Reich (national) and Gau (district) offices and their corresponding divi- 
sions and affiliated organizations. There are other types of official or semi-official 
publications which are not contained in the Monatliches Verzeichnis: (a) university, 
college, and other school publications; (b) patents; (c) publications of a secret 
Nature and those restricted to official use; (d) blank forms and similar minor 
printed matters. Certain other official publications, mainly those of offices 
which issue annually (or more frequently) a list of their own publications, are 
omitted. An example of this is the publications of the German postoffice 
(Deutsche Reichspost). However, the Postoffice issues annually a list of its publica- 
tions entitled Amtliche Druckwerke der Deutschen Retchspost, with supplements, so 
that it is very easy to find information concerning its publications. A few of the 
missing items, especially in the first-named category, are mentioned in the 
Deutsche Nationalbibliographie, which is described below. 

In the preface of the first issue (1928) of the Monatliches Verzeichnis there was 
an announcement of a special bibliography of current official periodicals which was 
said to be in the course of preparation. This bibliography has not appeared. 

Besides these main sources, there are two general bibliographical lists of Ger- 
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man publications which include official publications. They are the Deutsche 
Nationalbibliographie and the Deutscher Gesamtkatalog, Neue Titel. The Deutsche 
Nationalbibliographie has been published under this name by the Deutsche 
Bicherei since 1931, it is the national bibliography for Germany and is issued 
in two parts: Rethe A, Neuerscheinungen des Buchhandels and Reithe B, Neuer- 
scheinungen ausserhalb des Buchhandels. In connection with the official publica- 
tions, it is necessary to consult Rethe B frequently, as here are found reports and 
other items of official origin which are published only for limited circulation. The 
Deutsche Gesamtkatalog, Neue Titel (this title since 1938), is prepared and edited 
by the Preussische Staatsbibliothek. It was preceded by Berliner Titeldrucke 
(1892-1937). Its title has varied. It represents a list of the accessions of the 
Prussian State Library, of the Prussian University and Technical College Libraries 
and of the Austrian National Library. The titles of the Heftausgabe (weekly) 
are cumulated quarterly (Vierteljahrskatalog), annually (Jahreskatalog), and in 
five-year periods (Fiinfjahrkatalog), and are issued for the respective periods in an 
alphabetical list. 

There have appeared since 1936 two current bibliographies and one monograph 
which give helpful information on the publications of the Third Reich. These are: 


(1) Nationalsozialistische Bibliographie, edited by the N. S. Parteiamtliche 

Priifungs-Kommission zum Schutze des N. S. Schrifttums (Berlin, Eher.

The best source of information concerning official periodicals is the Handbuch 
der Deutschen Presse. Its better known title is Sperlings Zeitschriften- und Zeitungs- 
Adressbuch, usually identified as ‘‘Sperling.”” It has been published annually 
since 1877 by Verlag des Bérsenvereins der Deutschen Buchhiandler in Leipzig. 
The latest edition (61st) came out in March 1939, covering the periodicals issued 
through the middle of 1938. A much-needed bibliography of German periodicals 
may soon be completed. Advanced proofs of the Gesamtbibliographie der deutsch- 
sprachigen Zeitschriften were presented by the Deutsche Biicherei at the confer- 
ence of the.International Association of Librarians at Brussels in the summer of 
1938. In it all the official periodicals of present-day Germany will be thoroughly 
covered. According to the Deutsche Biicherei, there were (June 1939) about 160 
official periodicals and serial publications issued by governmental authorities, as 
against 52 appearing in the year 1925. The former number may have even in- 
creased before the outbreak of the present world war. But the term “‘official’’ 
must be taken advisedly in a ‘‘dual’’ state where party and government are the 
two pillars of state control.
